searching for three men, two of 
whom visited . the young woman's 
rooming house at 3 o'clock Tuesday 
morning, a.few hours^after she was 
found dead in the. bath tub with a 
gas tube in her mouth,-and took 
every paper and photograph from 
her room. Representing themselves 
as employes of the coroner the two 
strangers carried off a number of 
pictures, letters, personal papers, 
a metal bond box and even forced 
the girl'strunk with a screwdriver.

Mrs. De Brito-lived, started, police 
on the search.for the letter from a 
magazine editor. Two weeks ago she 
said, the girl read an article in a 
magaine advocating- tar and feath- 
ers as punishment in. certain cases. 
She wrote a letter to Gov. Lynn B. 
Frazer protesting and asking why 
the magazine was, not suppressed. 
The letter, of acknowledgment-from 
the governor's secretary, nwhich.Mrs. 
De Brito showed'tor Mrs. Weiler, 
said her complaint had been sent to 
the edito*. Last Friday Mrs. Weiler 
told police the girl, received a tetter 
frotn the editor arid-appeared much 
upset., Mrs. Daj Brito was; married 
at the age of 16 to Claude De Brito. 
a wealthy Brazilian, according to 
tor mother. They later separated. 
In 1812 she won a prize as'the most 
beautiful Irish girl in Chicago.

S I SAT in the senate chamber 


in Washington recently 
and 


witnessed the actions of those 


public servants who have to come 
to the people for an accounting but 
once in six years I thought of some 
previous visits of mine to the cap- 
ital. 
Particularly on the day the 


senate 
relegated the soldiers' ad- 


justed compensation bill to the dim 
future, if not certainly to oblivion, I 
thought of another summer day, in 
1918, when I heard Claude Kitchln, 
in the house, make the opening 
statement for the ways and means 
committee in favor of the levying of 
an eight billion dollar annual tax to' 
carry on the war. A billion dollars 
was a sum of money whose vastness 
we had scarcely learned to compre- 
hend in those day*, y«t the fervor 
of patriotism carried the hpu*e into 
cheers of acclaim for the righteous- 
ness of the cause necessitating such 
an outlay. 


Those were times in which soldiers 


mobilizing were told in unmistak- 
able sincerity that "nothing will be 
too good for you when you get back. 
This year, the senate again deliv- 
ered the same message to the sol- 
diers, this time it had the sinister 
meaning that "nothing is entirely 
100 much for you." The irony of 
those words is sickening to me, for 
in the newspaper which I read be- 
fore going to hear the president ask 
the senate to recommit the bonus 
bill, because it would "greatly im- 
peril the financial stability of our 
country," I saw that the evening 
before he had signed the naval ap- 
propriation bill providing an annual 
outlay of $403,000,000. 
The total 


cost to the United States, if every 
vuleran chose the cash compensa- 
tion feature of the bonus measure 
would 
be $1,547,904,895. In less 


than four years the naval appropria- 
tion, certified by the president, 'rill 
have amounted to the sum prop*.*! 
to pay the soldiers. And it will 'bt 
spent 
for 
ships the majority o£ 


which will be as worth!: ss as the 
rubbish on the scrap heaps behind 
our shipyards now. And the senate, 
itself, is now .endeavoring to find a 
legal way in which: it may give the 
railroads (which are, claiming on a 
fr.ntustic 
"undermaintenance 
the- 


ory" an amount equivalent to the 
bouus .urn) fW.o^o.000 in 


addition to the $200,000,000. already 
appropriated to them. 


If the proposal to partially equal- 


ize the payment of 
soldiers •, for 


standing in mud-carpeted, vermin- 
ridden, gas-filled trenches or lying 
maimed 
and disabled in hospitals 


with that of shipyard and arsenal 
workers is a "menacing effort to 
spend billions in gratuities" which 
would bankrupt the country, what I 
will happen to it when the naval ap-1 
propri'ation and the railroad grants j 
are made, or what would .have been- 
the status of the United States had 
the war 
lasted six weeks longer? 


Any schoolboy can pick flaws in the 
sincerity of the 
bankruptcy and 


economy argument, but it remains 
for the close observer to discover 
that the whole course of the bonus 
legislation in. this session of con- 
gress has been devoid of any sincere 
intention to let it pass. 


My belief that this is true was ap- 


preciably^ strengthened by my visit 
to Washington. 
With a show of 


favoring 
this measure the senate 


finance committee let it come upon 
the floor of the senate, 
trusting, 


that it would be smothered there in 
an avalanche of other business. 
Letting it go so far as to become 
unfinished business, subject to call 
at any time, the leaders, seeing the 
matter getting out of hand, attempt- 
ed a recess of congress. Out-voted 
on this by the agricultural blocs, 
the senators went to the president, 
told him their plight, and he came 
back to the senate to tell them to do 
what they lacked the courage to do. 
So, after its show of friendliness to 
a measure it never intended to pass, 
the senate hopes to have gracefully 
slipped cut of a tight place on a 
specious plea of saving the treasury 
and by a disgraceful resort to polit- 
ical horseplay. 
. I have.no fear that the majority 
of the veterans cannot get along 
without 
adjusted 
compensation, 


And, I; am just as certain that they 
will make known by their votes the 
knowledge they have of how sen- 
ator*, treated them. -It is likely that 
the Wisconsin .voters -will not fail to 
make note of the fact that Senator 
La Follette—who was grossly mis- 
represented 
and maligned by the 


mouthpieces of the profiteering in- 
terests during the war—stood stead-, 
fastly for the bonus bill from first to: 
iHt.
